1981.—These papers continue the 
author s long series ot useful treatments ot cultivated ferns. Each paper contains an 
introduction, key to the species, and a brief synonymy and notes on the morphology, 
distribution, and cultivation ot each species and its cultivars. The cultivars. although 
not included in the key, are distinguished in the text and. like the wild species, are 
illustrated with silhouettes. Anyone needing to identify cultivated Davalliaceae and 
Pxrrosia will find these papers invaluable.— D.B.L.
